The main county hunting groups are doing just that. Yes the basic award 
that CQ gives out requires the confirmations. After that it's an honor 
system. You say you worked the counties a second time, you got the award. 
That is all there is to it. There was a time when confirmation was 

required for the second time. A vote of the group killed that about two 
years ago. There were some who said that made if award worthless, but it 
seems to have worked. 


The only catch is to be sure of the guy's county. Can't trust the 
callbook as the fellow might be working portable or out of another 
persons station. Plus the QSL lookups and callbooks don't always get the 
county right. So the rule is get it from the horses mouth - usually 
correct but not always. That's were the electronics come in. I've gotten 
the info on the air, from cards, e-mail, and packet. Any system that 
works. 


The only shortcoming in the system is when you think you have a good QSO 
or copied that county correctly and now have no system for finding the 
error. But not all errors are going to get caught. I polled our club at 
the field day site - same site two years in a row and both times the 
majority got the county wrong.

comes from the frustration of spending as much or more time and $$$ 
getting a QSL card from a dx station than is spent working the station.

Let me tell you my philosphy of QSLing. For the first 30 years or so of my ham 
career, I was xvery* concerned about getting QSLs. I devoted large amounts of 
time and money to the process, and I had several big boxes full of them. 


Then, for a reason that is irrelevant to this post, I took all of QSLs, logs, 
etc. and dumpsterized them. I was out of ham radio for a few years. When I 
came back, I really missed the logs (don't ever do this, guys). But I made a 
decision about QSLs: life is too short! I restarted my DXCC from zero, but 
this time I don't bother with the cards. x*I* decide whether I've worked a new 
one or not, nobody else! I'm very careful that I only count solid QSO's, and I 
research anything that is questionable -- and if I have any doubt at all, I 
don't count it. 


I had 260 confirmed in 1985. Now I'm back to about 245 worked (CW only, of 
course), and I sure wish I had some of the ones I used to have! In the final 
analysis, though, this is a hobby, you do it for fun, and if it's not fun -- 
don't do it. QSLing wasn't fun. 


By the way, if anyone works me and wants a QSL, I reply to all direct QSLs 
direct. But I don't even keep an envelope at the bureau anymore.

Plotting the response of a low pass, high pass or band pass filter is 
actually a fairly straight forward mathmatical exercise based on the 
transfer characteristics of the filter. I have a simple program I did 

at work sometime back on Microsoft Works spreadsheet. You plug in 

the filter values (this is for a passive LPF or HPF) and it calculates 

the voltage transfer function from 0.1 to 10 radians, and it automatically 
sends it to the charting utility (to make the cute response plot). 


I will try to remember monday or tuesday next week at work to pull it 
and post it to the group. It's mostly a handful of columns with the 
corresponding formulas, and should work with virtually any spread 


sheet program. With the formulas, it should also be easy to adapt it 
to a BASIC program for those so inclined.

Below is an updated summary of all reports received from the 
Saturday night 20 mW beacon session.

The beacon consists of a CMOS Super II Keyer which is keying an 
FT-757GX transceiver. The antenna is a center fed 80M dipole up 65 
feet, broadside N/S. The feedline is 150' of 450 ohm ladderline. Power 
is measured with a 100 MHz scope and an Oak Hills WM-1 Wattmeter.
